Economic Worries Sink Gas Prices 


Drivers see some relief 
as fears of recession 
send oil prices diving 


New York 

Soaring gasoline prices are in the 
rearview mirror. 

For the first time in months, retail 
gasoline prices have fallen below $3 
a gallon in places, including parts of 
Michigan, Missouri and Texas. And 
the relief is likely to spread, thanks to 
a sharp decline in crude-oil prices. 

Economist Philip Verleger equates 
it to “a stimulus program for consum- 
ers,” leaving them more money for 
clothes, dinners out and movies. Over 
a year, a 50-cents-per-gallon drop in 
gasoline prices would add roughly $70 
billion to the U.S. economy. 

Arthur De Villar, 48, paid $2.96 
for gasoline near his home in Man- 
chester, Mo., a suburb of St. Louis, 
and he recently replaced his SUV 
with a four-door sedan. 

With three boys at home between 
the ages of 11 and 14, the money De 
Villar saves on gas still gets spent. But 
it goes to the movie theater or a base- 
ball game. “It’s far better to be able 
to put [the money] anywhere other 
than in the gas tank,” he says. 

Prices for oil, gasoline and other 
commodities dove last week along 
with stock markets over concerns the 
global economy is headed for anoth-

Continental Divides 

Gas prices have always varied by state, but the 
gap now is especially big. California had the 
highest average price in the lower 48 states 
on Sunday, $3.89 per gallon. Missouri saw the 
lowest, $3.21 per gallon. Differences in state 
taxes explain much of the gap. Another factor 
is that most of the oil used by refineries on the 
coasts comes from overseas, which makes it 
more expensive, (ap)

er recession. When economies slow, 
fuel demand falls as drivers cut back, 
shippers move fewer goods, and vaca- 
tioners stay closer to home. 

Gasoline prices remain histori- 
cally high, averaging $3.56 this year 
— the highest yearly average ever — 
and economists caution that gasoline 
savings, while welcome, won’t mat- 
ter much to people if the worst eco- 
nomic fears come to pass. 

“Yes ... your bill at the gas pump 
goes down, but it’s going down 
because there are worries that people 
won’t have jobs,” says James Ham- 
ilton, an economics professor at the 
University of California, San Diego. 

The trend could reverse, ana- 
lysts say, if the world economy does 
not descend into recession, as the 
growth in oil demand from China and 
other developing nations will more 
than make up for falling demand in 
Europe and the U.S. (ap)

Relieved Hikers 
Return to the U.S. 


Arrest by Iran was 
due to political spat, 
2 Americans say 

New York 

Two American hikers held for more 
than two years in an Iranian prison 
came home Sunday, ending a dip- 
lomatic and personal ordeal with 
a sharp rebuke of the country that 
accused them of crossing the bor- 
der from Iraq. 

Joshua Fattal and Shane Bauer, 
both 29, were freed last week under 
a $1 million bail deal and arrived 
Wednesday in Oman, greeted by 
relatives and fellow hiker Sarah 
Shourd, who was freed last year. 

“From the very start, the only 
reason we have been held hostage 
is because we are American,” Fattal 
said, adding that “Iran has always 
tied our case to its political disputes 
with the U.S.” 

Their saga began in July 2009. 
The three say they were hiking 
together along the Iran-Iraq bor- 
der when Iranian guards detained 
them. They always maintained 
their innocence. 

The two men were convicted of 
spying last month. Shourd, to whom 
Bauer proposed marriage while they 


Backstory 

The U.S. and Iran severed diplo- 
matic ties three decades ago during 
the hostage crisis that began with 
the occupation of the U.S. Embassy 
in Tehran. Since then, each country 
has tried to limit the other’s influ- 
ence in the Middle East, and the 
United States and other Western na- 
tions see Iran as the greatest nucle- 
ar threat in the region, (ap) 


were imprisoned, was charged but 
freed before any trial. 

The men took turns reading 
statements at a news conference 
Sunday in New York, surround- 
ed by relatives and with Shourd 
at their side. 

They said their phone calls with 
family members amounted to a 
total of 15 minutes in two years, and 
they had to go on hunger strikes 
to receive letters. Eventually, they 
were told — falsely — that their 
families had stopped writing. 

“We lived in a world of lies and 
false hope,” Fattal said. Until their 
release, the last direct contact fam- 
ily members had with Bauer and 
Fattal was in May 2010, when their 
mothers were permitted a visit in

Abbas Emerges as a Palestinian Hero 


U.N. statehood push 
revitalizes leader’s 
position at home 

Riyadh, Saudi Arabia 

President Mahmoud Abbas received 
a hero’s welcome Sunday from thou- 
sands of cheering Palestinians, hav- 
ing made a bid for United Nations 
recognition that appears destined 
to fail but has allowed him to step 
out of the shadow of his iconic pre- 
decessor Yasser Arafat. 

Abbas was uncharacteristically 
animated, waving and charming 
the crowd with references to “my 
brothers and sisters.” 


His call Friday for the U.N. to 
recognize Palestinian indepen- 
dence has transformed him in the 
eyes of many Palestinians. Though 
Israel and the United States oppose 
move and con- 
sider it a step back 
if for long-stalled 

peace talks, it 
^ could help Abbas 

overcome inter- 
nal struggles and 
Abbas gain the support 

he will need to get 

a deal through. 

In a brief address in Ramal- 
lah, Abbas said that a “Palestinian 
Spring” had been born, similar to 
the mass demonstrations sweep- 


ing the region in what has become 
known as the Arab Spring. 

He warned that the Palestinians 
face a long path ahead. “There are 
those who would put out obstacles 
... but with your presence, they will 
fall and we will reach our end,” 
he said. 

The dynamic appearance was 
a change for Abbas, 76, who was 
elected after Arafat’s death seven 
years ago. While Arafat was known 
for his military garb and fiery 
speeches, Abbas favors suits and 
typically drones on in monotone. 

In seeking U.N. recognition, 
Abbas “moved the feelings and 
emotions of the ordinary Pales- 
tinian,” said Mahdi Abdul-Hadi, a 


Meanwhile ... 

With a Palestinian bid for U.N. 
membership under consideration 
by the Security Council, a proposal 
by international mediators to renew 
peace negotiations has received 
guarded Israeli approval and a cool 
reception from the Palestinians. 
The plan calls for a meeting within 
a month to agree on a strategy to 
reach an accord by the end of next 
year. The Israelis and Palestinians 
are expected to respond to Friday’s 
proposal by the Quartet of Middle 
East mediators —the U.S., U.N., EU 
and Russia — in the coming days.

Anacostia Bus Discount Ends 


Tight budget forces 
Metro to discontinue 
Longtime special fare 

Washington 

Some Metrobus passengers began 
paying higher fares Sunday, after a 
two-decade-old discount was dis- 
continued on more than a dozen 
Anacostia bus routes. 

Bus passengers on the affect- 
ed routes who transfer to Metro- 
rail at the Anacostia or Congress 
Heights stations, and who use 
SmarTrip, will see no change in 
their fares. 

Bus-only riders, who are accus- 


tomed to paying $1 per trip, will 
now pay $1.50 (with a SmarTrip 
card) or $1.70 (cash). 

District Department of Trans- 
portation spokesman John Lisle 
said the change restores the orig- 
inal intent of the Anacostia spe- 
cial fare. 

The 50-cent discount was insti- 
tuted when the Green Line opened 
in 1991. Bus routes that once trav- 
eled across the river and into down- 
town Washington now ended at the 
new Anacostia Metro station, and 
passengers accustomed to paying 
one bus fare had to pay an addi- 
tional fee to ride the subway. 

To defray costs for those passen- 
gers, the District subsidized cheap-

Tight budgets contributed to 
the decision to end the discount for 
bus-only riders, said Lisle. He said 
the change will save the District an 
estimated $800,000 each year. 

According to Metro, the affect- 
ed bus routes are 94, A2, A45 AS, 
A6, A7, A8, M8, M9, W2, W3, W6, 
W8, and routes 90, B2, Pi, P2, P6 
and U2 south of Good Hope Road.

School with focus 
on deaf makes room 
for the hearing world 

Washington 

The quiet campus of Gallaudet 
University in Northeast Washing- 
ton was always a place where stu- 
dents could speak the unspoken 
language of deaf America and be 
understood. 

That is no longer so true. For 
the first time in living memory, 
significant numbers of freshmen 
at the nation’s premiere universi- 
ty for the deaf and hard of hearing 
arrive lacking proficiency in Amer- 
ican Sign Language and experi- 
ence with deaf culture. 

Rising numbers of Gallaudet 
students are products of a hear- 
ing world. The share of under- 
graduates who come from main- 
stream public schools rather than 


residential schools for the deaf has 
grown from 33 percent to 44 per- 
cent in four years. The number of 
students with cochlear implants, 
which stimulate the auditory nerve 
to create a sense of sound, has dou- 
bled to 102 since 2005. 


Gallaudet is also enrolling more 
hearing students in programs to 
train sign-language interpreters 
and teachers. Together, the chang- 
es are redefining a school that sits 
at the very epicenter of American 
deaf society. 


President T. Alan Hurwitz, 
recruited away from a rival deaf 
school within New York’s Roch- 
ester Institute of Technology, has 
raised standards and largely unit- 
ed Gallaudet around a new vision 
of bilingual deaf education. 

“People are beginning to realize 
that American Sign Language is a 
value added,” said Hurwitz, who is 
deaf and a fluent signer. 

Hurwitz has instituted a school- 
wide policy that affirms the prima- 
cy of sign language but also posits 
Gallaudet as a bilingual school. 

Professors now must prove 
mastery of sign language to get 
tenure. Students, too, are expect- 
ed to sign. 

In a campuswide e-mail last fall, 
Hurwitz wrote: “Everyone on cam- 
pus — no matter his or her signing 
level — should make every effort 
to communicate in sign language 
when in public areas on campus.”

Saudis Will Let Women Vote 

Historic decree sets a 2015 goal but doesn’t satisfy those waiting for equal rights 


Riyadh, Saudi Arabia 

Saudi Arabia’s King Abdullah, con- 
sidered a reformer by the stan- 
dards of his own ultraconserva- 
tive kingdom, decreed on Sunday 
that women will, for the first time, 
have the right to vote and run in 
local elections due in 2015. 

It is a “Saudi Spring” of sorts. 

For the nation’s women, it is a 
giant leap forward, though they 
remain unable to serve as Cabinet 
ministers, drive or travel abroad 
without permission from a male 
guardian. 

Saudi women bear the brunt of 
their nation’s deeply conservative 
values, often finding themselves 
the target of the unwanted atten- 
tion of the kingdom’s intrusive reli- 
gious police, who enforce a rigid 
interpretation of Islamic Shariah 
law on the streets and public plac- 
es like shopping malls and univer- 
sity campuses. 

In itself, Sunday’s decision to give 
the women the right to vote and run 
in municipal elections may not be 
enough to satisfy the growing ambi- 
tion of the kingdom’s women who, 
after years of lavish state spending 
on education and vocational train- 
ing, significantly improved their 
standing but could not secure the 
same place in society as that of their 
male compatriots. 

That women must wait four 
more years to exercise their newly 
acquired right to vote adds insult to 
injury since Sunday’s announcement 
was already a long time coming — 
and the next local elections are in 
fact scheduled for this Thursday. 

“Why not tomorrow?” asked 
prominent Saudi feminist Waje- 
ha al-Hawaidar. “I think the king 
doesn’t want to shake the coun- 
try, but we look around us and we 
think it is a shame ... when we are 
still pondering how to meet sim- 
ple women’s rights.”

Slow Changes 

The decision to allow women to 
vote in 2015 is an attempt at “Saudi 
style" reform, moves that avoid an- 
tagonizing the powerful clergy and a 
conservative segment of the popula- 
tion. Additionally, it seems to be part 
of King Abdullah’s drive to insulate 
his vast, oil-rich country from the up- 
heavals sweeping other Arab nations, 
with popular uprisings toppling re- 
gimes that once looked as secure as 
his own. Fearing unrest at home, the 
king, above, in March announced a $93 
billion package of incentives, jobs and 
services to ease the hardships expe- 
rienced by some Saudis. In the mean- 
time, he sent troops to neighbor and 
ally Bahrain to help the tiny nation’s 
Sunni ruling family crush an uprising 
by majority Shiites pressing for far- 
reaching reforms, (ap) 


Abdullah came in an annual speech 
before his advisory assembly, or 
Shura Council. It was made after he 
consulted with the nation’s top reli- 
gious clerics, whose advice carries 
great weight in the kingdom. 

In his remarks, the king seemed 
to acknowledge that the Arab 
world’s season of change and the 
yearning for greater social free- 
doms by a large segment of Saudi 
society demanded decisive action. 
“Balanced modernization, which 
falls within our Islamic values, is an 
important demand in an era where 
there is no place for defeatist or hes- 
itant people,” he said. 

The king on Sunday also 
announced that women would be 
appointed to the Shura Council, a 
currently all-male body established 
in 1993 to offer counsel on gener- 
al policies in the kingdom and to 



U.S. Cheers 

The United States, Saudi Ara- 
bia’s closest Western ally, 
praised the king’s move. 

In Washington, National Secu- 
rity Council spokesman Tommy 
Vietor said it recognized the “sig- 
nificant contributions" women 
have been making in Saudi Ara- 
bia. The move, he continued, 
would give Saudi women more 
ways to participate “in the deci- 
sions that affect their lives and 
communities." (AP) 


debate economic and social devel- 
opment plans and agreements 
signed between the kingdom with 
other nations. 


The question of women’s rights 
in Saudi Arabia is a touchy one. In 
a country where no social or politi- 
cal force is strong enough to affect 
change in women’s rights, it is up 
to the king to do it. Even then, the 
king must find consensus before he 
takes a step in that direction. 

Prominent columnist Jamal 
Khashoggi said that giving women 
the right to vote in local elections 
and their inclusion in the Shura 
Council means they will be part 
of the legislative and executive 
branches of the state. Winning the 
right to drive and travel without 
permission from male guardians 
can only be the next move. 

“The climate is more suited for 
these changes now — the force of 
history, moral pressure and the 
changes taking place around us,” 
he said, (ap)

Terra Nova' proves 
big-budget network 
dramas aren't extinct 

Television 

When “Lost” ended its six-season 
run, it was tempting to view its 
sign-off as the end of big-budget, 
high-concept drama on network 
television. With the economy still 
shaky and the memory of flameouts 


such as “Heroes” and “FlashFor- 
ward” still fresh, it seemed that the 
ABCs and Foxes of the world would 
wait before investing in another 
ambitious series with motion-pic- 
ture-level production values. 

Yet here we are at the dawn of 
the 2011-12 fall TV season, gazing 
wide-eyed at “Terra Nova,” Fox’s 
high- concept, big-budget drama 
about a family that scores a one- 
way trip from the environmentally 
decimated Earth circa 2149 to the 


fresh air and verdant lands that 
existed 85 million years prior. 

“Terra Nova” stands as perhaps 
the most closely watched go-big- 
or-go-home drama of the new sea- 
son. The pilot alone, which debuts 
Sept. 26 at 8 p.m., cost $10 mil- 
lion to $20 million, according to 
the Hollywood Reporter. The key 
question: Can a series with the 
production values and sensibili- 
ty of a summer blockbuster win 
enough fans to justify the net- 
work’s investment? 

Executive producer Rene Eche- 
varria is hoping so. “This is start- 
ing out on the high end of the spec- 
trum, no doubt,” he says. “It was 
clear from the concept this is not 
going to be a cheap show to pro- 


duce. So the studio and the net- 
work need[ed] to decide up front 
if they want that kind of event pro- 
gramming.” 

Fox decided it does. The net- 
work committed up front to all 13 
episodes and weathered the storm 
— literally, as heavy rains often 
presented challenges on the set in 
Queensland, Australia — as produc- 
tion delays and the demands of all 
those elaborate effects pushed the 
pilot’s premiere from January 2011 
to May, and then to September. 

If Echevarria and co.’s creta- 
ceous-period experiment works, 
next fall’s new shows can stop try- 
ing to be the next “Lost” and start 
trying to be the next “Terra Nova.”
